ARE EALESSIVE 


Railroad Commission Arraigned 
by Hooper Alexander, 


DeKalb Representative Attacks 
Issue of Securities of Geor- 
gia Railway and Power Co. 
House Favors Increased Pen- 
sion for Blind Veterans. 


The house listened with interest 


while Representative Hooper Alexan- 
der, the temperance leader of the 
legislature, went after the Georgia 
Railway and Power company with the 
big stick, while concluding his argu- 
ment*in favor of the passage of the 
Western and Atlantic extension bill, 
Monday morning. He declared that the 
“overwhelming torrent of water repre- 
sented in the $57,000,000 of the securi- 
ties plastered on the properties and 
franchises of the company was a bare, 
bold, flagrant defiance of the ancient 
laws of the commonwealth.” 

The railroad commission, he declar- 
ed, has failed in its purpose to regu- 
Yate rates of the railroads. He said 
that Governor Smith has abandoned 
the issues, and, further, that rates 
still remain excessive, discriminations 
continue, extravagant and unchecked. 


Governor Smith’s Failure. 


“When former Governor Smith start- 
ed out with his panacea of rate regu- 
lation through a railroad commission, 
to control these princes of transporta- 
tion to whom we are selling ourselves 
and our children into a system of 
slavery by contract, I warned him and 
his associates of the predestined and 
hopeless folly of the effort,” said Mr. 
Alexander. “For seven years I have 
supported them in good faith in the 
despairing hope that a fair trial 
further of the regulation theory that 
was adopted in 1879 would yet prove 
its possibility. For seven years I have 
seen my own remedy held in abeyance 
while full and. fair experiment. was 
made of the theory that regulation is 
possible. I was not willing to set up 
my isolated judgment against that of 
men in whose integrity I believed, and 
in whose ability the state had confi- 
dence. I think all men should be will- 
ing to do so,.and give fair trial to the 
theories of their fellow citizens who 
are honestly trying to solve the prob- 
lems of the day. 

“But what has been the result? Gov- 
ernor Smith has abandoned state is- 
sues. His former followers are scat- 
tered, and without a _ leader. 
remain excessive. Discriminations con- 
tinue, extravagant and unchecked. Op-

BLOW 1S "AIMED. 
Al “WUC TRADE 

Advocates of Prohibition Win 
Victory at Washington 


By John Corrigan. 

Washington, July —(Special.)— 
Legislation which will make effective 
the anti-liquor laws of prohibition 
States; which will divorce the express 
office from the liquor business; strike 

Stunning. blow at the “bootleggers” 
and the “blind tigers,” and make dry 
states dry, in fact, was today ordered 
favorably reported by the judictary 
committee of the senate; 

Victory for “Dry” People. 

This Was a decided victory for the 
temperance folks who have for several 
years vallantivy sought to overcome 
the barrier raised by the supreme 
court of the United States in tts de- 
cision on the Wilson. law. Liquor in- 
tended for an individual's personal 
consumption is not affected by this bill; 
but liquor designed to-supply blind 
tigerg will be outlawed if the state can 
prove tne illegal character of the ship- 
ment under the state laws. 

Senator Bacon strongly supported 
the bill in the judiciary committee. He 
is the author of a similar measure to 
give state contro] over interstate 
liquor shipments when they cross the 
border ofa dry state. During the 
hearings on this bill a delegation of 
Georgia temperance workers, includ- 
ing Mrs. Mary Harris Armour, “The 
Georgia Cyclone;” Rev. R. M. DuBose, 
of Athens; A. W. Evans, of Sanders- 
ville; N. E. Mashburn, of LaGrange; C. 
L, Greaves, of Hawkinsville; W. B. 
Stubbs, of Savannah; W. A. Chastain, 
of Monroe; W. A. Huckabee, of Doug- 
las, and B. E. L Harris, of Augusta, 
all appeared one day before the com- 
mittee and spoke in favor of the 
measure. 

Provisions of the Bill. 

The Kenyon-Sanders bill recites that 
all ifquors transported into a state 
"or remaining hereinto a state 
sumption, sale or storage, shall, upon 
arrival within the boundaries of such 
state orterritory and before delivery to 
the consignee be subject. to the opera- 
tion and effect of the laws of such 
state or territory enacted in the exer- 
of its reserved police powers.” 

This paragraph is from the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Sanders, of Ten- 
nessee. The Kenvon bill specifically 
prohibits the introduction of liquors 
into a state for use in violation of the 
laws of the state. 

The new measure will prohibit ship- 
ments of liquor where any person in- 
terested in them intends to violate a 
law of the state into which the ship- 
ment is made. 

The new bill would revise the exist- 
Wilson law to meet a recent de- 
cision of the supreme court, and make 
liquor in interstate commerce subject 
to the laws of @ single state upon ar- 
rival within its boundaries and before 
delivery to a consignee.

American women and. children left 
Madera over the Mexican Northwest- 
ern railway today for El] Paso, as the 
result of the tense situation created 
by a band of 500 rebels quartered 


here. 

Several private homes have been 
looteq in the last two days. 

The homes of two Americans were 
among those searched. A few guns 
were confiscated. 

Colonel Cambos, rebel commander, 
assumed control of the situation today 
and tonight a semblance of order had 
been restored. Saloons have been 
closed and a guard established in the 
American quarter. “Gombos declares 
that irresponsible insurrectos were 
responsible for the lawlessness and 
promised that the raiders would be 
summarily punished. 

American Abused by Rebels. 

FE] Paso, Texas, July 22.—The train 
bearing American refugees from 
Madera arrived here at noon. One 
hundred and forty-five American 
women and children and ten men were 
aboard. 

Samuel Miller, an American farmer 
at Casas Grandes, Mexico, arrived here 
today with a story of abuse by the 
rebels, 

Approached by Major Melquedez Al- 
varez, who brandished a revolver in 
hig face, Miller says he was forced 


to give up his horses and possessions 
to the amount of $700. 

Miller, whose home formerly was in 
Fort Worth, Texas, informed Ameri- 
can Consul Edwards, of Juarez, today, 
that although the incident took j;lace 
a week ago, he was prevented for sev- 
eral days from leavi..g Casas Grandes 
by the rebels. 

“Il’']}] take you out and shoot you if 
you dare make a report about this,” 
is what he declares Salazar told him 
when he appealed for protection. Mil- 
ler adds that Sala-..r threatened to 
whip him with a sword if he took the 
Northwestern train from Casas 
Grandes. 

In despair Miller made his way by 
a circuitous route to the American 
border at Columbus, N. M., on horse- 
back. Many other Americans, accord- 
ing to Miller, have been robbed in the 


Casag Grandes region.

UF STREET WORK 
AND CITY SEWERS 


There Ate Now Actually a 
Work 943 Convicts and 
Free Laborers, 


MANY GANGS OF WORKMEN 
ARE SCATTERED OVER CITY 


Chief of Construction and His 
Superintendents Invite News- 
paper Reporters to Tour the 
City in Order to Ascertain 
Exactly What Is Being Done 
for Public Improvements. 


There were by actual count 943 men 
at work yesterday in the city, grad- 
ing streets, paving streets, laying curd 
and sidewalks and building sewers. 

This number of men does not in- 
clude the hundreds who are at work on 
the disposal plant. Included in the 
number were something over 100 city 
convicts,, about 135 ecoOunty convicts, 
free labor employed by the city and 
men working under contractors. 

The work that is being done is scat- 
tered over a great area, being in every 
section of the city, and as all of it 
must be daily inspected by officials un- 
der the chief of construction, the ad- 
ministrative force must be large and 
must be kept constantly at work. 

On a Tour of Inspection. 

For the purpose of showing exactly 
what work is being done to improve 
streets and lay sewers, Chief of Con- 
struction R. M. Clayton, Superintendent 
of Sewers Hansell and Superintendent 
of Streets Hurt invited the newspaper 
reporters Monday to make with them 
a tour of inspection. Superintendent 
T. B. Lanford joined the party at ths 
stockade, 

The long time it required to make 
the tour, Captain Clayton pointed out, 
was evidence of the great amount of 
work that was being done. The party 
started at 10:30 o’clock and was con- 
tinually and rapidly on the go in auto 


cars until*5:30 o’clock in the afternoun,.

and will have to be resumed again 
today. :

FOR THE KINDERGARTEN BILL 


Lobbying for the kindergarten bill, 
which provides for a department for 
very young children in the public 
school system of Georgia is being car- 
ried on at an enthusiastic rate by a 
number of women representing vari- 
ous state and national organizations. 
Every member of the legislature is be- 
ing personally interviewed by the lob- 
byists, and it now seems that the bill 
is sure to pass. 

Among those who are representing 
the various organizations interested 
in the kindergarten bill are Mrs. J. K. 
Ottley, of the National Educational as- 
sociation; Mrs. Karl Karston, of ‘tne 
Woman's Labor league; Miss Gertrude 
Cohen, of the National Kindergarten 
association, and Mrs. E. B. Smith, of 
The Journal of Labor. 

The act does not make kindergartens 
compulsory for the schools of the state, 
but merely allows the school the option

of having such a department if it is 
desired. 

Following is an extract of a letter 
which has been written to the mem- 
bers of the legislature: 

“Your attention .5 called to the bill 
introduced in the legislature by J. R. 
Anderson, of Chatham county, to pro- 
vide for the Kindergarten as a part of 
the public school system of Georgia for 
children between four and six years 
of age. This bill does not call -for an 
appropriation, and does not make it 
obligatory upon any county or com- 
munity to adopt this provision. The 
bill merely provides that the different 
boards of education in the state shall 
be authorized in their discretion to 
adopt the provisions of the bill and in- 
troduce the kindergarten system. 

“This bill will come up for action 
before the house of representatives at 
in early date. It will be of vast bene- 
fit to the children of our states, partic- 
ularly those of the pooger classes. The 
various woman’s organizations and 
clubs of Georgia are enthusiastically 
surporting the bill.”
